It was estimated there were 
24,000 Chinese tro o ps in the v i­ 
cinity o f Shanghai, but the J ap­ 
anese were under o rders to clear 
them o ut o f the Chinese quarter, 
where a co nsiderable number o f 
the residents are J apanese. 
J apan has anno unced its in­ 
tentio n o f using fo rce if neces­ 
sary to suppress anti-J apanese 
o rganizatio n o utside the inter­ 
natio nal quarters.

The lo wering threat o f a J apan­ 
ese inv asio n o f Shanghai, Chi­ 
na’s internatio nal city , was fo re­ 
stalled at the last minute to ­ 
night when the Chinese city au­ 
tho rities accepted the demands 
o f J apan a sho rt time befo re the 
J apanese ultimatum, pro mising 
inv asio n, was to hav e ex pired. 
During the waning ho urs o f 
an anx io us afterno o n the city 
had taken o n the appearance o f 
an armed camp at highest ten­ 
sio n. In the fo reign settlement, 
sev eral tho usand United States, 
British, and French tro o ps went 
into actio n to defend their sec­ 
tio n, 
manning 
the 
bo rders, 
thro wing up barbed wire entan­ 
glements 
and 
sandbag barri­ 
cades. 
Fro wning in the harbo r were 
37 J apanese war v essels, their 
guns trained o n the city . Quar­ 
tered in scho o l buildings in the 
J apanese sectio n, 3,000 J apanese 
marines sto o d o n o rders, hav ing 
been landed fro m the warships 
earlier in the day . 
Late in the day the J apanese 
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Presiding o v er the nex t trial

New Hyd ro g en Ga s Twice As Hea vy As Old 
Is Brewed By Still At 437 Deg rees Belo w Zero 


By HOWARD W .BLAKESLEE 
(A. P. Science Editor) 
New York (A.P.)—Th e coldest 
“still” in th e world, brewing its 
vapors a t 437 degrees below zero 
Fah renh eit, produced th e newly 
discovered 
“h eavy ” 
h y drogen 
gas. 
Th is gas is ex actly twice as 
h eavy as ordinary h y drogen, y et 
is just as much pure h y drogen 
as th e well known kind. 
Th e process wh ich revealed th e 
h ith erto unknown form is called 
•fractional distillation” and is 
ex actly th e same th ing wh ich 
makes gasoline “cracking.” 
Strange as it may seem, th e 
icy h y drogen still uses h eat just 
th e same as th e oth er kinds of 
stills. In th e h y drogen pot th e 
h eat is barely more th an a dozen 
degrees above “absolute zero,” 
a point of cold no h um an being 
y et h as produced nor detected 
any wh ere in creation. 
Ex istence in th e ordinary gas 
of th is rare form of h y drogen h as 
been predicted math eratically for 
some time. To find out, Dr. F. G. 
Brickwedde of th e United States 
bureau of standards made th e 
novel still. 
He cooled h y drogen gas under 
pressure until it completely li­ 
q uified at 437 degrees below zero. 
At th at temperature th e h y dro­ 
gen boiled on ex posure to air. 
All th e ligh t weigh t h y drogen 
atoms would be ex pected to boil 
away first, and th at is wh at h ap­ 
pened. Only a h eavy h y drogen 
gas remained. Th is was placed 
in a glass tube at Columbia Uni­ 
versity and ligh ted just like a 
neon ligh t. 
By analy zing th is ligh t Prof. 
Harold C. Urey and Dr. G. M. 
Murph y of Columbia learned 
wh y th e new h y drogen atoms 
are so h eavy . Th ese new ty pe 
atoms are made of four ch arges 
of electricity instead of only two 
as in ordinary h y drogen. 
Just h ow ch arges of electricity 
can combine to form solid m at­ 
ter is one of th e problems scien­ 
tists are investigating and th e 
new combination found in th e

Co penhagen (A.P.) — D e n- 
mdSMt s highly o rganized, 
pro ­ 
gressive farmers were abo ut the 
last to feel the wo rld pinch. But 
they are feeling it no w, and 
there is a threat o f tariff in their 
chief market, Great Britain, to 
add to their tro ubles. 
Denmark supplies mo re farm 
pro ducts to Great Britain than 
do es the rest o f the wo rld, and 
this with hardly mo re inhabit­ 
ants than England has unem­ 
plo y ed. 
Much o f the credit fo r this 
must go to Danish co -o perative 
metho ds. But the real cause is 
the state o f mind o f the Danish 
farmer. He is a better educated 
man than the farmers in mo st 
co untries and, as a big po litical 
facto r, sees th at his educatio nal 
facilities 
are 
co nstantly 
im­ 
pro ved. 
It is almo st 50 y ears since the 
first Danish co o perative so ciety 
was established. To day there are 
abo ut 4,8 00. 
Of 206,000 Danish farms, 18 4,- 
000 are members o f co o perative 
dairies and in 1929 their turno ver 
was $150,000,000. Almo st 90 per 
cent o f the expo rted butter co mes 
fro m these dairies. 
The first co o perative packing 
plant was established in 18 8 7, and 
no w there are 53, with a turno v­ 
er in 1929 o f $100,000,000, abo ut 
8 4 per cent o f the expo rts. 
The sy stem has helped estab­ 
lish unifo rm high quality and by 
' eliminating unnecessary middle­ 
men has enabled the Danish 
farmer to put his wares o n the 
m arket a t a lo w price. Danish 
pro duce is so ld in England fo r 


little mo re than the farm er re­ 
ceives. 
When the wo rld crisis first 
lo o med the Danish farm er met it 
by increasing his pro ductio n o f 
baco n, butter and eggs, and sav­ 
ings banks in the farming dis­ 
tricts sho wed increases in depo s­ 
its right up to July 1, 1931. 
Since then prices have fallen 
even mo re and many Danish 
farmers are in distress. 
The present labo r go vernment, 
po litical o ppo nents o f the farm ­ 
ing blo c, upbraid the farm ers and 
charge th at farm s have been o b­ 
jects o f speculatio n. 
The farm er replies th at his 
plight is due to heavy taxatio n, 
which m ust be m aintained to 
keep up the expensive Danish 
sy stem o f o ld-age pensio ns and 
unemplo y ment benefits. 
The go vernment has respo nd­ 
ed to the farm ers’ call fo r help 
by a grant o f $6,000,000 to help 
them pay their taxes. If co ndi­ 
tio ns impro ve the grant is to be 
repaid in 1932.

Economy Acts Universal 
as States, Municipalities 
Heed Cry for Tax Cuts 


(Editor’s Note—This is the third 
of three articles on state and 
municipal taxing 
prospects in 
the United States).

New York, J an. 27—(AP)—In 
all parts of the United States 
cities and counties are making 
valiant efforts to lighten the bur­ 
den of the individual taxpayer. 
Most of the states are in the 
movement and those which are 
finding tax increases necessary 
to make up deficits, such as New 
York and Oklahoma, are doing 
what they can to reduce govern­ 
mental expense and make the 
increased taxing load as small 
as possible. 
Oklahoma has a deficit of $9 ,- 
000,000 and“ the highest tax in 
its history. Yet the tax would be 
higher if it were not for drastic 
retrenchment all along the line. 
Virtually all departments and in­ 
stitutions of the state have cut 
their overhead, teaching staffs 
have, been cut and school terms 
shortened. 
The state board of equaliza­ 
tion also has followed a ten­ 
dency manifest in several other 
places to shift taxation as much 


as p o ssible fro m the farmer an d 
ho me o wn er to the p u blic u tili­ 
ties thro u gh n ew v alu atio n s. 
The go v ern o r o f New Yo rk has 
reco mmen ded that state in co me 
tax be raised 50 p er cen t this 
y ear an d 
do u bled n ex t y ear 
alo n g with o ther p ro p o sed in ­ 
creases to co mp en sate fo r re­ 
du ced rev en u es. 
Co lo rado ’s tax co llectin g m a­ 
chin ery was thro wn in to tu rmo il 
by an elev en th-ho u r o rder o f the 
bo ard o f eq u alizatio n which re­ 
du ced assessed 
v alu atio n s o n 
farm lan ds an d imp ro v emen ts 20 
p er cen t an d assessmen ts o n city

imp ro v emen ts 5 p er 
cen t.
